J* In early conferences with Wanachura and other officials, Tsvseyev requested 
thf naaCf of the Economic Division of the Soviet Element that a ecmrvXet© 
wport on industrial production in Lower Austria covering the years 1946 and 
1947 be submitted to him by the middle of February 194#. this request was to 
cover all Industries fins by firm, and the figures were tc be compared with 
thosefor 1937, the last B nonml n year. In addition, the quantities of rav 
mate rials ectually delivered to Lower Austrian industries 1946 and 1947 
wear© to be shown and compared with the quantities necessary for 50$, 75$, ana 
<»pftcd.ty production. T5ien asked why the Soviet Element wanted this re- 
port, Twvscysv replied that it was "needed for the preparation of an account 
«iortly to be presented to the Allied Commission. 6
